Attached herewith is an advance copy of a letter issued yesterday by the Colorado River Basin 
Tribes Partnership (a.k.a. the “Ten Tribes Partnership”), inviting yourselves to a meeting to 
discuss the Gold King mine release and related issues affecting water quality within the 
Colorado River Basin.
